Using the latest technologi- 
cal advances in both hardware and software, the 
Silhouette can play Audio CDs or CDs containing 
MP3 or WMA files you download from the Internet 
or rip from your personal audio CDs. 

Organizing your music is made simple with the 
Silhouette. It supports and reads up to 650 files or 
folders. This means every CD you burn can be 
organized by category, genre, album, etc.

Instructions that say "press" the button, signify you 
press and immediately release the button; it is a 
short press. 

Instructions that say "press and hold" the button 
signify that you press and momentarily hold the 
button before releasing it; it is a long press for 
about one second.

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Features and Controls Overview 

The Silhouette has ports and jacks on the sides of 
the player to connect to external power, ear- 
phones, remote control and external speakers. The 
open switch at the bottom of the player opens the 
lid so you can insert your CD or get access to the 
internal battery compartment. 




You can use the Hold Switch on the back of the 
player to protect against accidental button pushes.

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Battery Installation & Recharging 

The two stick-type batteries included with your Sil- 
houette will last for up to 10 hours of play. How- 
ever, when you first receive your player, you must 
insert the batteries and charge them. 

1 . Slide the open switch and lift the cover. 

2. If a CD or the cardboard shipping insert is in the 
player, remove it. 

3. Lift the battery cover.

4. Insert the batteries with the + and - ends as ill— 
strated and close the battery cover. 

5. Connect the Power Adaptor to the player and a 
power source. 

As the batteries charge, the adaptor icon on the 
LCD blinks until fully charged. It takes approxi- 
mately 4 hours to fully recharge when the player is 
not in use. It takes longer to recharge if the player is 
in use.

Batteries period of time, remove the batteries from the 

player. 

The stick-type batteries fit snugly in the battery 
compartment inside the player. To remove the bat- 
teries: 

1. Press the nega- 
tive end of the 
lower battery. 

2. The other end of 
the battery will 
pop up; grasp it 
and remove it. 

3. Reach beneath 
the remaining 
battery and 
remove it.

When the rechargeable battery power is depleted 
and a wall outlet is not available for recharging, 
you can use an optional, external battery pack to 
supply power to the Silhouette. 
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The battery pack uses two AA alkaline batteries 
that provide additional power for up to 12 hours. 
To attach the battery pack: 

1 . Insert two AA batteries into the pack 

2. Insert the cable into the port.

Power Silhouette On and Off 

power on To turn on the player, press the mi button. The CD 
starts spinning and you will see an animated dis- 
play while the player reads track information and 
music into memory. 

The load duration depends upon the number of 
directories and music files on the CD, the type of 
CD and the software used to create tracks on the 
CD. 

The Silhouette remembers playback options for 12 
recently played CDs. It remembers the last track 
played, bookmarks, play mode (A or B) and the 
repeat option of the CD the last time you played it.

Repeat Indicates one of seven repeat options for playing 

Option tracks. Press the RPT button to choose one of the 

following options: 

When nothing is displayed in this area, it indicates 
a Normal repeat option which plays all tracks, 
sequentially from the start to the end of each track 
and stops when the last track is played. 

RP | Repeat One continuously plays the current track. 

Rp T Repeat Directory plays all tracks within the direc- 
tory of the current track. Note, this option operates 
in A Mode only. 

RP J Repeat All plays all CD tracks continuously. That 
is, after playing the last track, it cycles back to the 
first track. In B Mode, all bookmarked songs are 
repeated. 

RN j> Random Directory plays every track in a directory 
in random order and then stops. Note, this option 
operates in A Mode only. 

rnd i n A Mode, the Random All option plays each CD 
track randomly and then stops. In B Mode all 
bookmarked tracks are played randomly. 

INT Introduction plays the first 10 seconds of each 
track. If you press mi after two seconds of play- 
back, introduction is cancelled and the Silhouette 
continues playing to the end of the track.

To toggle between the two modes, press and hold 
the WOW / EQ button.

The first mode includes SRS Labs WOW audio 
technology, which greatly enriches the sound qual- 
ity of digital audio tracks and playback on smaller 
speakers or headphones. 

TruBass enhances performance of lower bass fre- 
quencies to produce a deep, rich bass listening 
experience. 

SRS enhances audio to provide a three-dimen- 
sional listening experience. 

When SRS and TruBass are shown on the LCD, 
this indicates the full WOW effect is enabled and 
includes both audio enhancements.

To play music on your Silhouette, use the large piv- 
oting button on the control panel to navigate and 
select a track to play. Note if you do not press any 
buttons while the player is stopped, the player will 
shut off automatically after thirty seconds.

As you listen to a track press the A-B/LCD but- 
ton to mark the start of the segment. Note the 
LCD shows a flashing icon with the letter A. 

2. The Silhouette continues playing. 

3. Press the A-B/LCD button again to mark the 
end of the segment. Note the LCD shows a 
flashing icon with the letters A and B. 

4. The Silhouette begins to replay the segment 
you marked from the start timestamp to the end 
timestamp. It continues to replay this segment 
until you stop the replay (described in the next 
step). 

5. Once you have replayed the marked segment 
as often as you wish, press the A-B/LCD but- 
ton to stop the replay and return to normal 
operation.

Bookmarking is a way to distinguish your favorite 
tracks so you can isolate and play them back as a 
group. You can bookmark up to 200 tracks on one 
CD and the Silhouette remembers them for 12 
recently played CDs. 

There are two ways to create and remove a book- 
mark: 

• During playback or 

• by using the Navigation menu. 

To bookmark a track while you play it, press and 
hold the RPT/SEL button and a checkmark 
appears on the LCD. 

Note you cannot bookmark a directory (folder) 
during playback, however, you can use the Menu 
feature to do so. For more information, see the next 
section Bookmark in Navigation Menu. 

To remove a bookmark from a track while you are 
playing it, press and hold the RPT/SEL button. 
You will notice the checkmark no longer appears 
on the LCD. 

Note you can quickly delete all bookmarks by using 
the Menu feature. For more information, see 
Remove All Bookmarks on page 23.

The Silhouette Display menu provides options to 
customize which information is shown on the LCD. 

• File I Tag specifies the track information to be 
displayed. 

• Time specifies the display of track time as 
elapsed or remaining. 

• When you play a track, the File / Tag informa- 
tion is animated on the LCD. The Scroll option 
specifies the speed of this animation. 

Note, at anytime during selection, you can press 
the Menu button to cancel menu mode. Or, you 
can press the « button to return to the previous 
menu.
